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MEETING OF COUNTY DELEGATION. 


April 27, 1906. 

A meeting of the County Convention was held at the office 
of the County Commissioners at the Court House, at 11 
A. M., April 27, pursuant to call by the County Commis- 
eonere a copy of which is hereto annexed. 

Meeting called to order by Chairman Hill. Attendance 38. 

Mr. Morse was called on for a statement. He said in part 
that the amount contracted for to date was $34,750.00, that 
about $8,370.00 would be required to complete the furnish- 
ing of the building. 

Moved by Mr. Ahern, that the sum of $9,500 (not to ex- 
ceed) be appropriated for steel fixtures, suitable furniture 
and other items necessary for completing the building. 

Seconded. Motion withdrawn. 

Mr. Willis moved that the sum not exceeding $10,000.00 
be appropriated for the purpose of completing the furnish- 
ing of the building as proposed by the Commissioners. So 
voted. 

Question raised by Mr. Killeen as to fitness of combina- 
tion of stone and brick at entrance. Moved that the Commis- 
sioners examine the situation and act as they ee best.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


vo the Citizens of slerrimack County : 

The Commissioners of Merrimack County herewith pre- 
sent the annual report of county commissioners, treasurer, 
superintendent of the farm and house of correction, clerk 
of the Superior Court, sheriff, jailer, solicitor, farm physi- 
cian, chaplain and auditors for the year ending December 
31, 1906. 

COUNTY FARM 


The County Farm and House of Correction, located at 
North Boscawen, has continued ‘under the same manage- 
ment as for the past three years. While the duties devolving 
upon ‘a Superintendent and Matron of an institution of this 
kind are not always pleasant or easy, we feel that Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Milton have filled their positions in a manner 
most creditable to themselves and to the general satisfaction 
of all concerned. The buildings are all in good repair. It 
has been necessary to build a new woodshed to replace the 
old one which was blown down by a heavy wind which visited 
this section of the county September 3, 1906. New tubes 
have been placed in the boilers, the horse barn has been re- 
modeled inside, making it much more convenient than un- 
der the old arrangement. A considerable amount of painting 
has also been done about the buildings as needed. For an 
accurate account of produce raised on the farm we would re- 
fer you to the report of the superintendent. 

We would respectfully recommend to the County Dele- 
gation for their consideration the advisability of construct- 
ing an isolation hospital and a chapel as recommended by 
the farm physician and chaplain in their respective reports.

COUNTY POOR AWAY FROM FARM. 


The question of just how to best care for this class of un- 
fortunates is often a very perplexing one. In most cases 
where help is furnished, it is to families with a number of 
children, which eliminates the possibility of caring for them | 
at the county farm. While it is always our desire to keep 
the expenses of the county down to a reasonable amount 
we do not intend that the worthy poor shall suffer for the 
necessities of life. The expense of caring for this class of 
poor, including the amount furnished dependent soldiers 
and their families, was a trifle less than last year, as will 
be seen by the itemized report. 
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COURT HOUSE. 


The work of remodeling the Court House is practically 
completed. The total amount appropriated for this work 
was $45,000 and the same will be done well within the ap- 
propriation. Modern steel fixtures for the severai vaults 
have been provided, thus making them as near fireproof 
as is possible. When entirely completed, we think Merrimack 
County will have a Court House that will supply the needs 
of the county for years to come and compare favorably with 
any in the state. An itemized account of the expenditures 
made during the year is shown on another page. 


JAIL. 


The county jail still continues under the direct charge 
of Geo. A. S. Kimball, Sheriff, and we think we are safe in 
saying that his management of affairs here meets with the 
approval of the citizens of the county generally. No special 
repairs have been necessary during the year, but we think 
that some permanent improvements should be made in the 
near future. This matter will be brought to the attention of 
the County Delegation. | 

As will be seen by the financial report the county debt 
has been reduced $4,235.70 during. the year. Considering 
the fact that the sum of $23,562.62 has been expended upon 
the court house, for which no special appropriation has 
been made by taxation, the result is very gratifying to the 
commissioners and we trust will be pleasing to the taxpayers 
of the county. 

In submitting our second annual report we desire to ex- 
press our appreciation and thanks to the overseers of the 
poor in the various cities and towns of the county, the State 
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Board of Charities and Corrections, the several charity or- 
ganizations, and all the officers and citizens of the county 
who shave so kindly aided us in the performance of our 
duty.

There have been five appeal cases from the police courts 
and justices of the peace. 


Ten cases have been tried by the jury, which resulted as 
follows :

State v. Albert L. Healey, incest, was tried by the jury 
twice. At the first trial the jury disagreed, and at the second 
trial the verdict was “not guilty.” 

State v. Fred Carroll, obstructing railroad track, the jury 
returned a verdict of “not guilty by reason of insanity”, 
and the respondent was committed to the School for Feeble 
Minded. 

During the year four persons have been sentenced and 
committed to the state prison. 

Thirteen have been sentenced and committed to either 
the jail or the house of correction. 
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One has been sentenced and committed to the industrial 
school. 

Two respondents have been committed to the state hos- 
pital for observation, to determine the question of insanity. 

Charles E. Pierce, who was indicted for arson, was sen- 
tenced to ‘the state prison for not less than ten years or 
more than twelve years, this being the longest term imposed. 

There ar now remaining on the docket five appeal cases 
for the police courts and justices of the peace, and three 
indictments which have been continued for cause. 

The remaining cases have been disposed of by either pay- 
ment of fines, sentences suspended during good behavior 
or nol prossed, as the circumstances in each case seemed to 
warrant. 

During the year there have been many investigations 
made in criminal matters, the most heinous and horrifying 
being the Ayers tradegy at Pembroke. Many complaints 
for violation of the liquor law have been received and in- 
vestigated by the solicitor or officers furnished by the sheriff, 
and in most instances evidence has been found sufficient to 
convict the respondents. 

Much of the success in the solicitor’s department depends 
on the assistance received from the sheriff and his deputies, 
and the police officers of the cities and towns, and I sincerely 
appreciate the services rendered by these officials during the 
past year, and the uniform courtesies extended to me by 
all with whom I have officially come in contact. * 

Especially am I indebted to that faithful public servant 
who for more than fifty years has been of inestimable value 
to this county, James E. Rand, City Marshal of Concord.

The sputa from all cases suspected of being tuber- 
cular has been examined, and all positive cases have 
been isolated.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN. 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack : 


GENTLEMEN: 


_ In submitting my report as chaplain of the county farm, . 
1 take the liberty to call your attention to the unsuitable 
conditions of the place provided for religious services. The 
location is unfortunate as many of the inmates, who, with a 
little assistance might receive the benefit of the services, 
if the chapel was on a level with their living rooms, are 
unable to go to the basement. The room itself is not suitable 
for this purpose or in harmony with the other appointments 
of the home. J, with other citizens of the county, take a 
reasonable pride in the comfort and conveniences of the 
home provided for our poor and unfortunate people, in the 
generous provisions for their wants and the constant kind- 
ness of those who care for them. But this room provided 
for religious services does not correspond in convenience 
and comfort with other appointments of the institution. 
A modest but convenient chapel, which might be erected 
at moderate expense, would, in my opinion, be a benefit to 
the inmates, a satisfaction to the management and be ap- 
proved by the people of the county. 


In making this, my fourth annual report, I wish to thank 
the commissioners for their courtesy, the superintendent, 
matron and officers for their kindness and assistance, and 
to express to the people of Merrimack county my apprecia- 
tion of the kindness constantly shown to the inmates of this 
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institution. A Sunday school has recently been organized 
by the officers of the farm and under the direction of Mr. 
A. H. Nelson is a source of interest and benefit to the 
inmates. 

- During the year 1906 I have conducted twenty-two Sab- 
bath services, eighteen funeral services and made such pas- 
toral visits as seemed to be required, always seeking to make 
my services as chaplain encouraging to the unfortunate 
and comforting to the sick and suffering.
